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Harding Lauds Friendship 
Between U. S. and Canada 


Vancouver, B. C., July 26.—Presi- 
dent Harding in an address made 
during his visit here today—the first 
visit ever made by an American 
president to Canada—pointed' to the 
centufy old friendship between the 
people of Canada and the people of 
the United States as proof to the 
nations of Europe that public will 
rather than public force is the key 
to international peace. 

“It is public will. not publie force, 
that makes for enduring peace,” he 
told his audience of Canadians, gath- 
ering in Stanley park. “And ig it 
not a gratifying circumstance that it 
has fallen to the lot of us North 
Americans, living amicably for more 
than a century under different flags, 
to present the most striking example 
yet produced of that basic fact. If 
only European countries would heed 
the lesson conveyed by Canada and 
the United States, they would strike 
at the root of disagreements, and in 
their own prosperity, forget to in- 
veigh constantly at ours,” 

With his emphasis upon the long 
friendship between Canada and the 
United States, Mr. Harding coupled 
advice to the people of the dominion 
to guard against giving encourage- 
ment “to any enterprise looking to 
Canada’s annextion to the United 
States.” 


“Go Our Own Gaits.” 


“Let us go our own gaits along 
parallel roads, you helping us and 
we helping you,” he added. 

Mr. Harding at the outset alluded 
to his visit being the first ever made 
by a president of the United States 
to Canada during a term of office 
and with the exception of the visits 
of President Wilson to Europe, the 
first on any politically foreign soil, 
and then continued: 

“But exceptions are required to 
prove rules. And Canada is an ex- 
ception, a most notable exception, 
from every viewpoint of the United 
States. You are not only our neigh- 
bor, but a very good neighbor and 
we rejoice in your advancement and 
admire your independence, no _ less 
sincerely than we value your friend- 
ship. We think the same thoughts, 
live the same lives and cherish the 
same aspirations of service to each 
other in times of need. Thousands 
of our brave lads perished in gallant

States steel corporation officials to- 
day were wrestling with plans for 
eliminating the much criticized twelve- 
hour day, Eugene R. Grace, president 
of the Bethlehem Steel corporation. 
announced that his company was mak- 
ing progress along the same line and 
expected soon to begin the actual re- 
adjustment of working forces. 


Plans were being worked out, Mr. 
Grace said, through conferences be- 
tween heads of subsidiaries and rep- 
resentatives of employees. The most 
difficult problem, he added, was re- 
adjustment of wages, as laborers 
could not be expected to exist, work- 
ing eight hours a day, on the present 
hourly rate of forty cents. 

“It is the biggest problem I have 
ever encouytered in the steel indus- 
try since I became connected with 
it,” said Mr. Grace. “It breaks down 
all the old traditions.”

“The mine workers are insistent, on 
this point and will continue in that 
attitude. 

Operators Firm. 

Although the operators on the sub- 
committee had voted solidly against 
a formal motion embodying the posi- 
tion of the miners, 8. D. Warriner, 
spokesman for the operators, while 
plainly indicating that the operators 
would not change their attitude on 
this basic question, refused to say 
that the last word in the conference 
had been spoken. 

Tle took the position that a 24-hour 
“truce” had been declared. 

“The recognition insisted upon by 
Mr. Lewis is on the ciosed shop prop- 
osition under which no one can work 
in the anthracite fields unless he is 
member of the organizatian, thereby 
depriving anybody, who may not so 
elect, of his constitutional rights to 
earn his living at his chosen voca- 
tions,” Warriner said. 

The operators are also to be com-

After a lengthy hearing Thursday 
night on the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Millner, of Dodge 
io place a tax on cigarettes snd 
cigars, the house ways and means com- 
nuttee postponed action until its next 
hieeting. 

The bill provided a 10 per cent tax 
on all cigarettes and a 10 per cent 
fax On Cigars retailing for more than 
o cents each, the proceeds to be turn- 
ed into the state treasury with the 
exception of $250,000 for each of the 
next two years. This amount would 
be given to the State Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium at Alto, to be expended 
for new buildings, after which the 
present building would be used for a 
negro sanitarium. 

the committee voted on the advis- 
ability of placing the tax on cigarettes, 
standing 17 to 2 in favor of it. 
the members took a vote on the pro- 
posal to give part of the procceds to 
Alto and stood 13 to 2 in favor of 
this clause, 

Appearing before the committee in 
support ef the bill were J. G. Corn- 
well, of Alto; Dr. Glidden, superin- 
fendent of the sanitarium; Dr. J. W. 
Downey, of Gainesville; Bradley Ches- 
fer, managing editor of the Enquirer 
Sun, of Columbus, and others. 

Among those: who opposed the bill 
was A. H. Jackson, of Hahira. Ga.. 
representing the tobacco growers of 
south Georgia. He presented a reso- 
lution from the tobacco growers’ as- 
sociation asserting that to pass the 
bill would seriously cripple the in- 
fayit industry in the southern part of 
the state. This, it is understood, is 
based on statements that if the bill 
is passed, tobacco buyers will not buy 
the Georgia crop.

posed amendments were voted down 
Amendments Beaten. 

Toole, of Decatur, proposec to make 
the amount $5,000 annually instead 
of $25,000, while Blease, of Brooks, 
who said he was a first cousin of Cole 
Blease, of South Carolina, submitted 
an amendment to strike out the entire 
allowance. . Pope, of Walker, at- 
tempted to have the appropriation re- 
duced to $10,000 and Huxford, of 
Clinch, to $12,500. 

“Let us cut out all of the appro- 
priation,” Pafford, of Lanier, urged. 
“The people of my section of the state 
have dipped regularly for eight years 
and their work has resulted in failure 
because it is impossible to comply 
with the requirements of the dipping 
law. There now is a military camp 
being maintained in my section to 
force the carrying out of an edict 
impossible to obey.” 

Copeland, of Lowndes, referring to 
the dynamiting of dipping vats, de- 
clared that when the “people find 
they cannot comply with the law, they 
will rebel.” He asserted that while he 
was a solicitor of the superior court 
of his district, the policy of the 
court always was to determine, in 
deciding a case, whether the violation 
of dipping laws had been intentional. 

“Just so long as south Georgia uses 
dynamite to prevent the eradication 
of ticks, there will be ticks in that 
section,” Barrett, of Stephens, shouted 
to members of the committee in op- 
posing passage of any of the amend- 
ments. 

“Acts of lawlessness put the mili- 
tary camp in that section of the state 
to enforce the law.’ Bozeman, of 
Worth, charged. “If the people of 
that section of Georgia had not vio- 
lated the law, the enfurcement officers 
would not be there. I plead with you 
in the interest of protecting the coun- 
ties which have eradicated the tick 
from within their borders to protect 
us from those who would not obey 
the law and who would abolish this 
appropriation to carry on the work.” 

Resents Insinuations. 

Knight, of Berrien, stated that he 
did not condone the acts of dynamit- 
ing, but said he resented insinuations 
that the people of south Georgia coun- 
ties, still tick infested, were criminals. 
Mr. Blease stated the tick eradica- 
tion agents were not devoting “one- 
half their time to their duties,” add- 
ing that men who formerly were not 
capable of earning salaries of $25 a 
month now were drawing $125 as offi- 
cers, 

“If you strike out this appropria- 
tion,” said Elders, of Tattnall, who 
sponsored the tick eradication law 
when it was enacted several years 
ago, “it will be a reflection on the in- 
telligence of the manhood of the 
state,” 

Mr. Stewart said the last report of 
the agricultural department showed 
that in one year $21,321.73 had heen 
spent in payment of salaries of agents. 
He agreed with McCrory. of: Schley, 
that “like Tennyson's book, ticks will 
run on forever—or at least as long 
as we furnish these agents with 
fuads.”’ 

In speaking in favor of his amend- 
ment, Mr. Pope asserted there are 
now only 19 counties under quaran- 
tine.

With July heat, the annual return of the 
period of mid-summer madness and the con- 
vening of the Georgia general assembly, 
again comes the proposal to abolish the 
district agricultural and mechanical schools. 


| But it is strange that this should come 


this year of 1923, of all years, at a time 
when the migration of young men and 
women from the country to the city threat- | 
ens the economic safety of the nation 
and adds to the steadily increasing cost of | 
living. This migration from farm to town | 
during the dh years preceding the last | 
census was shown in startling figures; un- 
less sOmething is done to check it and turn 
the tide the otber way, disaster is certain. 
In Georgia the district agricultural schools 


make rural life more comfortable, the avoca- 


the comforts and conveniences of the farm 
home and to increase acreage preduction. 
It is strange, when they are doing such 
a good and highly desirable work that the 
proposition should come to abolish these 
schools, and in searching for a reason the 
only conclusion possible is that those who 
propose such abolishment are not familiar 
with the work the schools are doing. Were 
they better informed on this subject they 
would bend their energies toward helping 
the schools rather than join the ranks of 
those who would remove the only oppor- 
tunity afforded the sons and daughters of 
thousands of farmers in the state to gain 
an education higher than the seventh grade 
of the common schools. Therefore, it would 
not be out of place to enumerate as briefly 
as possible some of the accomplishments 
of the district schools: 
Enrollment and Cost. 

In the twelve district agricultural schools 
there were enrolled in 1928, 1,823 students. 
The state appropriation is $15,000 each or 
$180,000 for the twelve. Therefore, to in- 
struct this army of sons and daughters of 
farmers the state spent less than $100 each 
for the term of nine months. Certainly no 
schools of their class anywhere else efford 
s0 cheap. From

As a general rule, the legs begin 
to straighten out presently, and if the 
baby is properly fel and gets suffi- 
cient outdoor air and sunshine, the 
legs remain straight. But if the feed- 
ing is left to the casual suggestions 
of the neighbors, or if the little one 
is strung along on, any substitute for 
food which happens to “agree,” there 
is still a chance that the legs may 
become bowed before or after the child 
bevins to walk. 

When a baby threatens to be how- 
legged, it is useless and really a mis- 
take to try to keep the child from 
bearing his weight on the legs or from 
learning to walk. - The muscular ef- 
fort _of learning to walk> tends to 


do so, thouzh-it is not advisable to at- 
tempt to teach an infant to walk be- 
fore be is a year old when be is not 
eager to try. 

The usual cause of bowleggedness 
is rickets; this must be treated by 
the physician, whatevyem may be done 
about the deformity itself. 

Many infants with bowlegs recover 
from rickets by good fortune or good 
trentment. and after a year or two 
their bow!egs begin to straighten and 
become almost if not quite perfectly 
straight by the fourth or fifth year. 


In marked bowing. the application 
of a suitable acon or tension splints 
to be worn itMmder the observation of 
the physician will straighten the legs 


within a year or two, but only in 
children und: the age of 6 years. 
After that age nothing short of oper- 
ation will straighten bowlegs. 

Probably mild massage and kneai- 
ing of the muscles of the legs each 
night and morning, with gentle bend- 
ing manipulation to straighten the 
bones, is of value. This the mother 
can do, afteriginstruction by the phy- 
sician.

His tentative plan 
was published in November, 1921, Ly 
the Investment Bankers’ Association 
of America, and deserves the most 
careful consideration.

“In the light of all’ that is in- 
volved it is apparent that no single 
eonsolidation is a problem by itself 
Each consolidation must be consider- 
ed in relation to the whole problem 
of so reorganizing the transportation 
system of the country that it shall 
consist of none but strong units each 
eapable of attracting to itself the cap.

management will be justified and will 
be sanctioned.”

Commission Bill 


Warmly Debated 


A lively and prolonged fight that 
lasted four hours over the bill by 
Speaker Cecil Neill, of the house, pro- 
viding for abolition of the present 
method of electing county commissi0n- 


ers in Muscogee county, was precip- 
itated before the senate committee | 
on county and county affairs, Thurs- 
day afternoon, with approximately 
150 citizens from Columbus in at- 
tendance, 

At the conclusion of the debate the 
committee voted unanimously to rec- 
ommend that the bill do pass. The 
measure already has been adopted by 
the house, and_ will take its place on 
the senate calendar. 


Neill’s Position. 


Speaker Neill, in support of the bill, 
declared that he was prompted to 
introduce it because he was certain 
that it was for the best interests of 
Muscogee county and the city of 
Columbus. U nder the preesnt system 
Muscogee county’s commissioners are 
elected by the grand jury which, 
Mr. Neill stated, is dominated by only 
147 names in the grand jury box. The 
bill provides for a referendum at 
which the voters of the county be ex- 
tended an opportunity to express their 
opinion as to whether thé system of 
selecting county commissioners should 
be changed, 

“If I was playing politics,” Mr. 
Neill said, “I would not have intro- 
duced: this bill under any circum 
stances. The present system of elect- 
ing county commissioners in Musco- 
gee, however, is all wrong, and in my 
opinion should be changed so as to 
allow the people to e lect these officials 
instead of leaving it in the hands of 


Solely Against the System. 

“My position to the system is based 
solely against the system and not the 
gentlemen who make up our present 
force of county commissioners. They 
are all estimable gentlemen and this 
measure does not mean that they will 
be deprived of their offices. On the 
contrary, they may announce for re- 
lection and probably will be elected 
to the offices which they now hold. 

“Taypayers” and yoters of Musee 
gee county, however, should be al- 
lowed to elect them instead of the 
grand jury which is made up from a | 
box containing only 147 names.’

WHEAT PRIGES 
TO LOWER LEVEL 


Chicago, July 26.—Assertions that 
400,000 bushels of wheat bought for 
shipment from United States gulf 
ports to Great Britain had been sold 
back, and had been replaced with 
wheat from Argentina did a good dea] 
today to make wheat prices average 
lower. Despite a sudden upturn at 
one time, the market closed heavy 


at 1 cent to 11-2 cents net decline 
with September at 97 1-8@97 1-4, and 
December 1001-2 to 1005-8. Corn 
finished at a range varying from 3-4 
to 7-8 off to 1-4 cent gain; oats 1-8 
to 1-4 cent down, and provisions at 
2 cents lower to 7 cents advance. 

Reselling of wheat purchased for 
export to Great Britain was said to 
have been done at a discount of 1 
cent a bushel under the current mar- 
ket price, and this.fact, together with 
apparent absence of any important 
new export business today had a de- 
cided bearish effeet. There was gos- 
sip that some * anadian wheat which 
had been taken by exporters was also 
returned. Rains that led to down- 
turns in the price of corn were like- 
wise indirectly responsible for some 
of the late weakness in the wheat 
market. Besides hedging sales were 
persistent and estimates were circu- 
lated that the 1923 wheat crop of 
North America would total 1,242,- 
000,000 bushels, compared with a fore- 
cast of 1,186,000,000 bushels a month 
ago. 

Black rust reports from Canada 
and damage by heat and rust south 
of the international boundary were 
largely effective in bringing about a 
sudden bulge in wheat prices shortly 
after the opening. At this juncture 
news became public that the French 
and German blockade in the oceupied 
areas of Germany had been lifted. On 
the other hand, predictions of cooler 
weather in Canada contributed to the 
Subsequent downward slide of values. 

Rains in Iowa and a forecast of 
showers eleswhere eased the corn 
market. Oats fellowed corn. 

Provisions developed some firmness 
owing to buying on the part of yes- 
lerday’s chief sellers.

ON CHARGE OF MURDER 


White Plains, N, Y., July 26.—Wal- 
ter S. Ward, wealthy baker’s son, to- 
duy was indicted for the second time 
for first degree murder in connection 
with the shooting of Clarence F. 
Peters, of Haverhill, Mass., an ex- 
marine near the Kensico Reservoir on 
May 16, 1922. 

With the confident smile that has 
never deserted him, Ward appeared 
in court and pleaded not guilty. He 
was ms without bail for trial Sep- 
tember 4. 

The first time that Ward was in- 
dicted was on June 15, 1922 after 
a complicated legal battle, he obtain- 
ed dismissal of the indictment when 
the county prosecutor's office declined 
to.go to trial. That was last. January.

Ward, entering the courtroom witb 
his Jawyers, one of whom carried a 
brown bag belonging to his client, 
shook hands with an attendant he had 
known in New Rochelle and took his 
seat. Justice Wagner handed a depu- 
ty sheriff a warrant to be served on 
Ward, the warrant was served, and a 
copy of the indictment was handed 
Isaac N. Mills, of defense counsel. 

The clerk of the court then read 
the indictment. Ward displayed no 
emotion. 

Mills then demanded a speedy trial, 
asking that the case go on the calen- 
dar two weeks from next Monday. 

“A few weeks will make a great 
deal of difference to a man seeking 
more daylight,” said Mills. 

Asks Speedy Trial. 

Mr. Sherman said he also desired a 
speedy trial but that it would take 
time to subpoena witnesses.
